Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs,  T\0/’:ers  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Repoi-t  for  197'^* 

There  was  very  little  chanpe  in  the  birthrate  which  v/as  slip-htly 
hif’;her  than  the  national  figure  (sixteen  per  thousand  of  the  estimated 
population).  Only  twelve  of  the  one  hundred  and  fifty  births  in  the 
district  were  illegitimate  giving  a  rate  of  8,0%*  This  was  the  first 
time  for  ten  years  that  this  figure  was  not  above  the  rate  for  England 
and  V/ales, 

Although  there  were  more  deaths  (total  228)  than  the  previous  year 
(total  209)  the  adjusted  death  rate  (9«5)  was  still  below  that  for  the 
whole  country  (11.6).  In  fact  a  slightly  lower  death  rate  for  Sandown 
and  Shanklin  has  been  evident  almost  every  year  for  the  past  twelve 
years. 


There  were  fewer  deaths  from  lung  cancer  (8)  but  there  v/as  an 
unusually  high  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  breast  (14),  Lung 
cancer  is  associated  with  cigarette  smoking  and  many  cases  could  be 
prevented  by  abstinence  from  cigarettes.  Breast  cauicer  cannot  at 
present  be  prevented  but  it  is  believed  that  periodical  breast  examina¬ 
tion  would  enable  the  condition  to  be  diagnosed  at  an  early  enough  stage 
for  treatm.ent  to  be  successful  and  clinics  have  been  established  for 
this  purpose  associated  with  early  detection  of  other  cancers  in  women. 

Deaths  from  coronary  thrombosis  again  continue  to  be  a  matter  of 
concern  although  there  is  nothing  to  suggest  that  the  problem,  is, worse 
in  Sandown  and  Shanklin  than  elsewhere  in  the  country.  We  still  do  not 
know  the  couse  but  it  does  seem  to  be  associated  with  tobacco,  obesity 
and  insufficient  regular  exercise. 

Fatal  accidents  involving  motor  vehicles  resulted  in  six  deaths,  the 
highest  on  record.  Four  of  these  deaths,  all  adult  males,  occurred  on 
the  Island  in  three  different  types  of  accident.  Three  were  drivers  and 
one  was  a  passenger.  The  other  deaths  of  one  male  and  one  female  Sandown 
residents  occurred  as  passengers  in  a  mainland  accident. 
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Notifications  of  infectious  diseases  did  not  reveal  any  significant 
outbreaks.  Only  ten  cases  of  measles  were  recorded  but  this  was  due  to 
the  fact  that  an  exceptionally  large  number  of  children  had  their  attack 
of  this  disease  in  the  previous  year. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  reported.  Food  hygiene  and  the 
prevention  of  food  poisoning  confined  to  play  a  very  prominent  part  in 
the  work  of  the  department.  In  a  popular  seaside  town  catering  for  family 
holidays  this  is  of  paramount  importance. 

Changes  in  the  Island  Social  Services  Department  resulted  in  a 
considerable  expansion  in  this  important  field.  The  Health  Department  of 
this  district  has  always  enjoyed  a  good  relationship  v;ith  the  County  Welfare 
Officers  of  the  past,  and  although  we  know  this  will  continue  under  the  new 
set-up,  it  would  be  an  opportune  time  to  express  appreciation  of  what  ha^s 
been  achieved  here  by  lir.  E.  Bowley,  Mr.  M.  Stanbrook  and  Mrs,  M.  Turner  to 
name  but  three,  who  with  very  meagre  resources  have  struggled  to  provide 
willing  help  over  the  years  to  those  in  need  in  this  particular  district, 
especially  the  handicapped  and  the  elderly. 

Reorganisation  of  local,  government  was  very  much  in  our  minds  during 
the  year  and  it  became  apparent  that  Health  Departments  are  in  for  even 
greater  changes  than  those  facing  the  other  local  government  services. 

There  is  always  a  tendency  to  resist  change,  particularly  if  it  means  loss 
of  power  and  status,  but  it  is  obvious  that  the  proposed  reorganisation  is 
long  overdue  and  I  am  quite  sure  that  the  officials  concerned  will  tackle 
their  new  tasks  v;ith  enthusiasm  and  will  look  forv/ard  to  the  future  with 
optimism. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  express  ray  appreciation  for  the  high 
standard  of  v;ork  carried  out  in  the  Department  and  the  support  given  to 
me  by  the  Health  Committee.

To  the  Chairman  and  Committee  Members 
Mr,  Chairman,  Mrs,  Rogers  and  Gentlemen, 

Every  year,  almost  without  exception  an  incident  occurs  in  the 
field  of  public  health  which  receives  widespread  publicity  in  the  national 
press  and  on  T.V.  and  radio. 

This  almost  invariably  awakens  at  least  some  interest  in  the 
matter  at  local  level  and  often  results  in  public  surprise  at  finding 
that  it  is  not  something  entirely  new,  but  a  matter  to  which  the  Council 
have  been  giving  attention,  in  many  cases,  for  a  considerable  time. 

Nevertheless  the  prevention  and  reduction  of  Environmental 
Pollution  is  something  which  the  public  will  increasingly  require.  The  forth¬ 
coming  re-organisation  of  Local  Government  should  provide  better 
opportunities  for  the  wider  approach  that  this  requires* 

Two  instances  of  this  in  197‘1»  were  the  subjects  of  Environmental 
Pollution  to  use  the  'in'  phrase  and  the  Coding  of  certain  foods* 

Damgerous  incidents  such  as  the  dumping  of  cyanide  and  other 
injurious  substainces  and  articles  on  pollution  such  as  appeared  in  the 
Ecologist,  usually  have  an  instant  impact  on  the  public* 

Most  local  and  other  authorities  have  for  years  been  aware  of 
the  dauigers  of  the  increasing  level  of  pollution  from  a  wide  variety  of 
sources  and  have  been  taking  active  steps  to  control  it  within  the 
powers  available  to  them. 

In  regard  to  the  Coding  of  Foods  there  are  undoubtedly  arguments 
both  for  and  against  an  enforced  uniform  standard  for  all  short  life 
foods.  The  question  is  a  complex  one  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  the 
present  situation  in  regard  to  coding  is  imsatisfactory  Eind  in  need 
of  urgent  improvement. 

Proprietors  are  often  unaware  that  where  firms  voluntarily 
restock  premises  with  their  products  the  legal  responsibility  for 
the  fitness  of  such  food  is  still  that  of  the  retailer.  Retailers 
who  operate  their  own  coding  system  still  cannot  guarantee  proper 
stock  rotation  if  they  cannot  interpret  the  producers'  code. 
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This  does  not  imply  that  large  quantities  of  food  become 
unfit  because  of  these  shortcomings  but  undoubtedly  the  risk  is 
greater  and  at  best  the  public  may  buy  food  which  is  stale  or  not 
in  its  best  condition. 

The  revision  of  duties  and  staff  responsibilities  carried 
out  at  the  end  of  last  year  has  proved  satisfactory,  and  has  stood 
the  test  of  a  full  year’s  working. 

This,  my  nineteenth  annual  report  on  the  work  imdertaken 
is  submitted  as  a  separate  section  by  courtesy  of  Dr.  D.W.  Quantrill, 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  work  done  by  Deputy 
Mr.  H.P.  Allman  and  by  Mr.  G,M.  Bateman,  Mr.  N.  Frampton,  Miss  A. 

Ayres  and  Mr.  R.  Courtney. 

I  am  also  grateful  tc  the  Chairman,  Committee  members  and  other 
members  of  Council  for  their  interest  and  encouragement.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 


All  Island  Local  Authorities  are  represented  on  the  Isle  of  Wight 
River  and  Water  Authority,  am  ad  hoc  body  who  are  responsible 
for  the  provision  of  public  water  supplies  throughout  the  Island, 

Sauidown  &  Lake 


Dyers  Springs,  Newchurch  and  the  River  Ysir  are  the  sources  from  which 
this  area  isaipplied. 

At  the  Sandown  Waterworks,  water  from  these  sources  is  subjected 
to  treatment  by  pre-chlorination,  coagulation  with  alum,  filtration, 
activated  carbon  treatment  and  post  chlorination  before  being 
pumped  to  reservoirs  and  mains, 

Shanklin 

The  catchment  areas  at  Greatwoods  and  Cowlease  are  the  main  sources 
of  supply  for  this  part  of  the  district.  Fringe  areas  also  receive 
supplies  from  Sandown,  Chillerton  and  Wroxall  by  interconnection  of 
supply  mains, 

Luccombe  Village 

Water  derived  from  St,  Boniface  Down  supplies  this  part  of  the 
district.  The  water  is  treated,  pumped  to  reservoirs  above  the 
village  and  then  gravitates  to  the  mains. 

Sampling 


I  am  indebted  to  the  Engineer  and  Manager  of  the  Isle  of  Wight 
River  and  Water  Authority  for  the  following  statistics  showing  the 
results  of  samples  taken  from  the  various  sources  and  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination. 

Satisfactory  -  65 

Unsatisfactory  -  7 
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General 


All  premises  in  the  Urban  District  are  connected  to  the  mains 
supply  with  the  exception  of  one  isolated  cottafTe  with  a  well  supply 
and  one  lar-^e  house  which  has  its  own  supply  and  treatment  plant. 

No  properties  are  supplied  from  standpipes. 

The  latest  available  sta1 istics  show  that  there  are  5*201  domestic 
premises  in  the  district  and  the  resident  population  is  15*S07* 

(Census  1971:  Preliminary  Report)  (provisional  and  subject  to  revision) 

'fhe  adequacy  and  quality  of  the  water  supplies  was  satisfactory 
throughout  the  year  although  the  demand  at  peak  hours  during  the  season 
becomes  heavier  each  year.  The  complaints  of  reduced  pressure  resulting 
were  less  than  hitherto.  This  has  resulted  from  further  programmed 
renev/als  and  improvements  undertaken  by  the  Water  Board. 

In  June  a  localised  incident  resulted  in  contamination  of  the 
Sandown  supply  for  a  short  period.  This  resulted  in  over  a  hundred 
complaints  regarding  the  taste  of  the  water.  There  was  no  public  health 
harvard  whatever  and  prompt  action  by  the  Board  quickly  brought  about 
normal  conditions  and  quality. 

No  fluoride  is  added  to  any  of  the  public  supplies  and  the  natural 
content  of  fluoride  in  the  supply  is  less  than  0.1  ppm. 

Apart  from  the  complaints  referred  to  above  only  two  others  were 
received.  These  both  referred  to  temporary  excess  chlorine  after  supply 
burst  and  repair  works. 

Swimming  Pools 

There  are  twelve  swimming  pools  in  the  District  but  none  of  these 
are  open  for  use  by  the  general  public. 

Nine  of  the  pools  are  situated  in  hotel  grounds,  one  is  at  a  private 
school  and  two  are  at  primary  schools. 

A  further  hotel  pool  is  under  construction  and  will  be  in  use  for 
the  1972  season. 

In  all  cases,  except  one,  treatment  and  circulation  plants  are 
installed . 
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Sewerage  and  Drainage 


The  sewage  from  the  whole  of  the  District  is  received  at  the 
Sandown  sewage  works,  where  it  receives  treatment  prior  to  being 
discharged  to  sea  at  favourable  states  of  the  tide  by  means  of  an 
extended  outfall. 

During  the  year  further  surveys  have  been  undertaken 
with  a  view  to  relaying  and  supplementing  existing  sewers  which 
become  surcharged  in  times  of  heavy  rain,  due  to  the  older  parts 
of  the  district  being  on  a  "combined’*  system  for  the  disposal 
of  foul  and  surface  water. 

Further  progress  towards  separation  has  been  made  by  the 
construction  of  a  new  surface  water  sewer  in  Sandown  with  a  new 
sea  outfall,  thus  reducing  the  amount  of  surface  water  reaching 
the  sewage  works. 

For  some  years  past  all  new  estates  and  developments  are 
only  approved  if  separate  systems  are  provided. 

Further  works  of  improvement  are  phased  in  the  coming 
year's  programme  and  result  from  the  surveys  referred  to  above. 

Drainage 

a)  Public  Sewers  (Subject  to  Section  24  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936) 

Work  necessitating  repair,  renewal  or  improvement  of  seven  such 
sewers  serving  sixteen,  four,  two,  two,  two,  four  and  three  properties 
respectively  were  undertaken  during  197''* 

In  another  four  cases  simple  stoppage  were  cleared  by  the 
Department . 

b)  Private  Sewers  and  Drains 


There  were  thirty-six  complaints  received  during  the  year 
on  drainage  matters.  Repair,  renewal,  alteration  and  improvement 
with  inspection  and  investigation  necessitated  53^  visits  during 
the  year. 

Public  Cleansing 

The  District  is  provided  with  a  weekly  refuse  collection 
service  throughout  the  year. 
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During  the  seasonal  months  this  service  is  au£;mented 
on  a  contract  and  charf^e  basis  for  additional  collections. 

During  the  year  the  service  has  been  subjected  to  work 
study  and  a  revised  and  improved  service  will  come  into  opera¬ 
tion  prior  to  the  1972  season. 

This  service,  with  a  variety  of  methods  of  short  term 
storage,  removes  the  majority  of  problems  and  makes  the  Council's 
ban  on  incineration  realistic. 

The  Council  also  provide  a  trade  refuse  collection.  This 
is  available  on  a  request  and  recharge  basis,  as  is  a  limited 
amount  of  special  collection  work. 

As  v;as  anticipated  the  use  of  the  Sandown  Refuse  Tip  for 
controlled  tipping,  ceased  eanly  in  the  year.  Refuse  is  now  taken 
to  Nettlestone  for  treatment  at  the  Ryde  Borough  Council's 
pulverisation  plant. 

The  Sandown  tip  now  receives  only  small  amounts  of  non- 
putrescible  and  miscellaneous  refuse  and  work  on  consolidating 
and  sealing  dov/n  the  area  continues. 

Caravan,  Chalet  and  Camping  Sites 

a)  Licensed  Caravan  Sites 

There  are  six  licensed  caravan  sites  in  the  district.

In  all  cases,  the  sites  are  provided  witli  a  good  standard 
of  amenities  including  shops,  licensed  clubs,  T.V,  and  games  rooms 
and  launder ies. 

During  the  past  year  no  complaints  were  received  although 
the  Sites  dealt  with  over  7*000  holiday  bookings. 
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b )  Individual  Caravans 


During  the  year  eight  caravans  which  were  not  exempt  and  which 
had  been  sited  without  planning  permission,  were  removed  without  the 
need  to  resort  to  legal  proceedings. 

c)  Chalets 


There  are  five  chalet  sites  in  operation  for  holiday 
letting  in  the  district.  Four  of  these  are  at  Sandown  and  one  at 
Shainklin. 


They  provide  121,  62,  36,  12  and  12  chalets  respectively 
a  total  of  243,  an  increase  of  53  on  the  previous  year. 

In  all  cases  the  chalets  provide  a  good  standard  of 
accommodation  with  full  amenities. 

d)  Tents 


There  are  now  seven  sites  licensed  under  Section  269  of 
the  Public  Health  Act  1936:-

All  seven  sites  are  provided  with  toilet  blocks  with  water 
carriage  drainage  and  five  are  connected  to  the  main  drainage  system. 

On  four  sites,  campers  are  able  to  enjoy  the  communal 
facilities  provided  on  adjoining  caravan  sites. 

The  incidence  of  short  stay  touring  campers  using  a 
diversity  of  mobile  equipment  appears  to  increase  each  year.  The 
itinerant  camper  naturally  wishes  to  camp  as  near  the  sea  as 
possible,  but  this  necessitates  constant  surveillance  by  council 
officials  and  police  to  prevent  camping  on  car  parks,  cliff  walks, 
open  spaces  etc. 
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Offices  and  Shops 


As  was  mentioned  in  the  1970  report  the  whole  of  the  work 
under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  19^3  is  now 
carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors* 

The  onus  is  upon  the  O'  cupier  of  premises  to  submit  OSR  1 
applications  to  the  local  authority,  but  one  wonders  what  the 
position  would  be  if  regular  and  routine  visits  and  checks  were 
discontinued.

The  department  provides  a  rodent  control  service  for 
the  whole  district. 

This  service  is  free  for  bona  Fide  domestic  premises. 

For  all  other  premises  a  contract  or  recharge  on  time  and  material 
basis  service  is  available. 

The  total  of  I38  contracts  for  fees  totalling  £638 
was  again  the  highest  since  the  service  began. 

Three  hundred  and  seventy  complaints  (3^8  re  rats  and 
22  re  mice)  were  received  during  the  year;  a  substantial 
increase  of  79  on  the  previous  year. 

The  toal  visits  made  by  the  Rodent  Operator  4,224  and 
389  by  the  Staff  also  were  considerably  more  than  in  the 
previous  year.

Verminous  Premises

during  the  year.  Twelve  of  these  were  of  fleas  and  two  of 
bed  bugs.

In  all  cases  the  matter  was  dealt  with  informally  6uid 
achieved  the  desired  result.  In  two  further  instances  complainants 
were  advised  to  take  legal  advice  in  regard  to  civil  proceedings. 

As  in  the  past  the  majority  of  these  complaints  arise  from 
holiday  activities  and  whilst  annoying  are  usually  short  lived  or 
intermittent. 

Pet  Animals  Act 


In  1971 1  two  shops  were  licensed  under  the  above  Act. 

In  one  case  pets  are  supplied  only  to  order,  fish  and 
cage  birds  being  kept  on  the  premises. 

In  the  other  case  only  tropical  fish  are  kept  and  sold.

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Housing 
a)  General 


No  closing  or  demolition  orders  were  made  during  the  year  under 
review  but  three  closing  orders  previously  made  were  determined  following 
acceptance  of  undertalcin^<s.  In  addition,  four  properties  were  demolished. 

There  are  a  number  of  properties  which  would  have  been  the  subject 
of  procedure  under  the  Housing  Acts,  Because  of  the  abnormal  rise  in 
property  values  however,  it  has  been  found  that  there  is  no  difficulty 
when  such  properties  become  vacant,  in  finding  persons  willing  to  purchase, 
repair,  and  improve  them  because  this  is  now  economically  advantageous. 

This  is  still  applicable  in  cases  even  where  the  financial  assistance 
of  an  improvement  grant  is  only  a  small  proportion  of  the  expenditure 
which  has  to  be  incurred.  For  this  reason  the  stock  of  privately  owned, 
unfurnished  units  available  is  minimal  and  is  reduced  every  year. 

During  1971 »  51  new  units  of  Council  owned  housing  accommodation 
became  available  for  allocation.  This  was  a  V/arden  Assisted  scheme 
comprising  25  sin'T-le  and  6  double  units. 

The  allocation  of  these  and  casual  vacancies  enabled  46  cases  to  be 
rehoused. 

During  the  year  98  new  applications  were  accepted  from  the  total 
of  204  received, 

b)  Improvement  Grants 

During  the  year  49  firm  applications  for  grants  were  received 

11  Standard  Grants  v;ere  approved  totalling  £1,589 
5.5  Improvement  Grants  were  approved  totalling  £21,795 
5  Applications  were  refused 

Two  of  the  standard  grants  referred  to  above  had  discretionary  items 
and  9  grants  were  accompanied  by  applications  for  a  qualification  certificate. 

The  maximum  of  £1,000  was  paid  in  respect  of  4  grants.  Seven  of  the 
applications  were  for  conversions. 

During  the  year  payment  on  completion  of  work  was  made  in  respect 
of  15  standard  and  26  Improvement  Grants, 
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All  aspects  of  this  v/ork  h^ve  necessitated  391  visits  and  a 
considerable  amount  of  office  time  has  been  spent  in  checking  and 
apportioning  priced  specifications,  bills  of  quantities,  etc. 

Holiday  Flats  and  Flatlets 

'fhe  proposals  submitted  for  Building  Regulation  approval  to 
provide  further  units  for  holiday  letting  have  been  less  than  in  previous 
years.  Most  of  the  proposals  have  been  to  provide  self-contained  flats 
v;ith  better  accommodation,  as  it  has  been  found  that  public  demand  is  for 
such  units  rather  than  flatlets  with  restricted  accommodation  and  shared 
amenities. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  199^ 

a)  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1970. 

The  above  new  Regulations  came  into  force  on  1st  May,  1971* 

Although  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  have  now  been  in  force 
since  1955»  ^  p'^riod  of  l6  years,  it  is  surprising  to  find  that  some 
proprietors  of  food  premises  still  have  little  interest  in  or  knowledge 
of  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations. 

Work  in  connection  with  food  hygiene  necessitated  836  visits  and 
resulted  in  the  issue  of  70  notices  of  contravention. 

Compliance  with  195  notices  was  achieved  during  the  year. 

Although  it  can  be  said  that  there  is  an  overall  improvement  in 
general,  the  constant  changes  in  proprietorships  and  staff,  make  constant 
vigilance  essential  especially  as  over  700  of  the  1 ,000  food  premises 
are  only  operating  during  the  seasonal  months,

c )  Food  Complaints 

Fourteen  complaints,  regarding  food  quality  or  fitness  were  received 
during  the  year. 

These  related  in  four  cases  to  mould,  all  on  bakery  products,  in  two 
cases  to  taste,  in  two  cases  to  condition  and  in  six  cases  to  foreign  matter 
or  objects  in  a  variety  of  foodstuffs. 

In  one  case  although  the  commodity  was  purchased  in  this  district 
a  successful  prosecution  was  taken  by  the  Local  Authority  in  whose  area  the 
food  was  produced. 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  by  this  authority  in  two  further  cases. 

One  case  was  dismissed  as  there  was  an  element  of  doubt,  in  the  other 
case  a  fine  of  £40  with  £10  costs  was  imposed.

e)  Food  Inspection 

137  visits  were  made  during  the  year  specifically  for  food 
inspection  and  condemnation. 

The  total  weight  of  all  food  condemned  and  voluntarily  surrendered 
totalled  4,055  lbs,  an  increase  of  l809^  on  last  year’s  total. 

This  has  not  been  due  to  any  obvious  cause  and  there  was  little 
increase  in  the  amount  of  frozen  food  surrendered  (the  largest  section). 

During  the  year  two  large  firms  have  opened  cash  and  carry  brances 
in  the  district  for  retail  outlet  customers,  and  business  proprietors. 

Considerable  attention  has  been  paid  during  the  past  year  to  the 
checking  of  code  markings  on  short  life  foods  and  on  stock  rotation. 

The  results  of  the  survey  work  undertaken  show  the  position  is 
confused  and  unsatisfactory,  but  has  also  resulted  in  a  considerable 
improvement. 

Ice-cream 


Only  two  firms  in  the  district  manufacture  ice  cream,  one  for  supply 
to  premises  throughout  the  Island  and  one  for  sale  only  from  two  premises 
operated  by  them. 

The  number  of  premises  actually  selling  ice  cream  for  immediate 
consumption  on  or  off  the  premises  has  shown  a  slight  reduction.  The  number 
of  promises  selling  ice  cream  as  a  food  commodity  for  home  consumption  has 
however  increased. 
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Bakehouses 


Only  four  bakehouses  are  now  in  use  in  the  district.  Two  of  these 
are  open  all  the  year  and  produce  bread  and  confectionery.  The  remaining 
two  are  only  open  for  part  of  the  year,  producing  only  confectionery. 

The  use  of  the  largest  bakehouse  in  the  district,  producing  bread 
for  sale  throughout  the  Island,  was  discontinued  early  in  the  year.
